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Day parole granted for convicted murderer

Convicted murderer Allan Charles 
Pratt has been granted day parole after a 
hearing decision by the National Parole 
Board (NPB) at the Bowden Institution 
July 5. 

Pratt, 52, is serving a life sentence for 
second degree murder committed while 
on an unescorted temporary absence 
permit Apr. 9, 1979. 

In addition to murder, his criminal 
record includes convictions for robbery, 
weapons and property related offences. 

RCMP alerted the public that Pratt was 
being released on a 12-hour unescorted 
temporary absence permit to visit his 
family in Didsbury Feb. 9 2006. 

This announcement sparked outrage in 
the community, with many residents 
printing posters warning others about 
Pratt coming to town. 

The decision was later rescinded. 

The NPB defines day parole as, “a form 
of conditional release which allows some 
offenders to serve part of their sentence 
in the community under supervision and 
conditions." 


According to the pre-release report, 
Pratt’s day parole involves three condi¬ 
tions, which include following a treat¬ 
ment plan, involving psychiatric coun¬ 
selling, psychiatric treatment and a med¬ 
ication regime. 

Pratt must also abstain from the use of 
drugs other than prescribed 
medications taken as directed 
by a physician or over-the- 
counter drugs as directed by the 
manufacturer. 

He must also abstain from the 
use of alcohol. 

“Your behaviour since you 
began a proper treatment 
regime, including medication, 
has been appropriate; however, 
any relapse into non-compliance will put 
society at risk,” said the NPB report. 

A list of Pratt’s family members have 
been confirmed as sources of positive 
community support, but his Case 
Management Team and psychiatrist will 
also be available to him for that purpose. 

Pratt has been accepted to reside at 
two of the five Community Residential 
Facilities, which municipality has not 
been made public said the report.

He will be assisted by the Effective 
Employment Program facilitator to seek 
employment in construction or cleaning. 

“Correctional Services of Canada is 
supportive of a day parole as you present 
a low risk to re-offend violently and this 
is as the next step in your reintegration,” 
said the report. 

Three board members partici¬ 
pated in a vote deciding Pratt’s 
day parole. 

Raymond Hebert and Patricia 
A. Haasbeek voted in favour of 
the decision, while Wilton O. M. 
Goodstriker voted against it. 

Goodstriker spoke about 
Pratt’s handling of stress. 

“Stress has been identified 
has been identified as a contributing fac¬ 
tor to your index offence,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to Pratt indicating that he panicked 
while on the unescorted temporary 
absence when he committed murder. 

“At the hearing, when asked what 
kinds of things gave you stress, you 
indicated day parole as a stressor,” said 
Goodstriker. 

“This member has not seen the demon¬ 
strated changes necessary to warrant a 


confident conclusion that day parole is 
ihe next logical step." 

Haasbeek and Hebert commented on 
Pratt’s positive changes, including his 
understanding of outrage by many 
Didsbury residents when Pratt was 
issued a temporary absence permit, 
which was later rescinded in February of 
2006. 

“You said the reaction of the County of 
Didsbury (sic) was understandable in 
that it may have felt traumatized by your 
crime,” said Haasbeek and Hebert’s com¬ 
ments, which also cited Pratt’s progress 
in compliance with a medication regime 
and benefit from participation in Anger 
Management and stress-coping pro¬ 
grams. 

“In considering all aspects of your file, 
in particular your very good behaviour 
since your treatment began in 1997, your 
good performance on escorted tempo¬ 
rary absences and unescorted temporary 
absences over the past two years and 
your almost total compliance with med¬ 
ication, the Board feels that your risk is 
manageable in I he community with the 
release plan you have presented,” said 
Haasbeek and Hebert’s comments.

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More waste diverted than ever before

The Town of Didsbuiy Ls railing the infant stage of its 
Green Bin Composting program a success. 

A new home for compostable material was implemented 
in mid-May. 

Prior to start of the program, Didsbury residents only had 
black roll-out solid waste carts. 

"Typically compostable material was going into those 
along with the solid waste, and that’s why the town elected 


to put the green bins in," said Neil Kivell, CAO of the 
Regional Waste Commission. “Many of the lids would be 
open, there was so much waste generated on a weekly 
basis.” 

According to Kivell approximately 40 per cent of the 
waste from Didsbury being dumped at the landfill was 
compostable. 

Since then, 90 tonnes of garbage has been diverted from 
landfills to be reused as compostable material, including 
the first week of pick-up where nearly 33 tonnes were 
removed, and 37 tonnes the week after that.

"They should be very proud of it,” he said. “Those art* 
very good numbers.” 

Green bias and black bins are now emptied on a semi¬ 
weekly basis. 

Kivell says while odour from the sitting waste is present, 
it doesn’t have to be a problem. 

“You don’t want to keep it in your garage necessarily, you 
may not even want to keep it next to your back door. If you 
put fresh grass in there, there Ls an odour that comes from 
it. But it’s not significant if you keep the lid closed.” 

“Nobody likes change, but this change went about as 
smoothly as I have seen,” he said. 

The Town of Didsbury credits residents for ensuring 
green bins are only filled with compostable material. 

“I congratulate the citizens of Didsbury for the responsi¬ 
ble way in which they have utilized their green bins and in 
the impressive amount of waste diverted from the landfill 
towards compost," said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

Moore says the program is a benefit to the town and 
future generations. 

“We are fortunate to have a regional landfill when so 
many others have disappeared, never to be replaced. The 
future of our landfill depends on today's citizens taking 
responsibility for their solid waste, and in finding ways to 
divert as much as possible from the finite limits of our land¬ 
fill,” she said. 

“Our citizens of the future will thank you too, for allow¬ 
ing them to share in the landfill assets that we have.” 

The Town of Olds has used a similar Green Bin 
Composting Program for the past 10 years.

you the landowners the right to the lower 
of the tax rates for a period of ten years.” 

A number of concents were heard from 
affected landowners on that policy. 

“If they want to keep it as an acreage - 
why would they be taxed otherwise?" 
asked one landowner. 

Digtrick said with the annexation comes 
the need to pay for town services. 

“The Town of Didsbury needs funds for 
recreation sewer, streets, ...they need the 
revenues," he said. 

The landowner said the policy will cause 
problems. 

“1 don’t think that’s a good answer,” he 
said. 

“If we want to sell (the property) 
because of health issues or anything, that 
could really affect our sales.” 

Another landowner voiced his thoughts 
on the annexation. 

“We’re shoved into town, when we chose 
to live in county," he said. “It’s not our 
fault that 10 or 15 years ago when they 
built that, that they didn’t have the proper 
planning that you have now.” 

“I bought here because I like that 
lifestyle. Are we supposed to just swallow 
it and be happy with that? I’m not happy 
with that. I’m not going to be happy with 
that, and I don’t want it to happen.” 

Reeve A1 Kemmere said the meeting 
made it obvious that more discussion is 
needed. 


Municipal leaders and consultants on a 
proposed inter-municipal development 
plan and Didsbury annexation bid 
answered a lengthy lineup of questions 
from a packed crowd during the plans’ 
first public airing last Tuesday. 

The proposed IDP prepares Didsbury for 
growth of 7,600 people over the next 20 
years. 

The meeting held at the Mountain View 
County office July 10 opened with a pres¬ 
entation by Austrom Consulting, which 
included details and policies that would 
arise from the proposed 14 quarter section 
annexation. 

One of the details, as explained by Dave 
Digtrick with Austrom Consulting, is a 10- 
year period where annexed county resi¬ 
dents will continue to fall under whichev¬ 
er tax bracket is less expensive, before 
having to switch to paying town municipal 
taxes. 

However, trigger mechanisms may mean 
a change could come sooner. 

“Subdivisions, development, or re-devel¬ 
opment or change of ownership, the land 
will be taxed at town tax rates," said 
Digtrick. 

“Right now the county’s taxes are lower, 
eight years out, the town of Didsbury’s 
taxes may be lower. We wanted to give

Parole hearing 
moving experience

Going to visit a penitentiary is a profound and moving 
experience which puts a different jicrspectivc on one’s own 
precious freedom. The impressions are not easily forgotten. 

On July 5, I attended a second hearing at Bowden 
Institution regarding day parole for (Charles) Allan Pratt. 
Since I attended the previous hearing in 2006 on behalf of 
Didsbury, Mr. Pratt has been going on temporary release 
perhxls with liis family into the Calgary area He has stated 
that he has no desire to come to Didsbury. He has stayed at 
a couple of different halfway houses, and his application 
was accepted at the one he chose pending the outcome of 
the hearing. 

I had provided letters on behalf of Didsbury to the parole 
board and the federal government through Myron 
Thompson before both hearings, which are shared with the 
offender. In them, I expressed our community’s concerns, 
and my dismay that them Ls no avenue for providing anti¬ 
psychotic medication through a patch or other slow release 
mechanism that would not require such consistent atten¬ 
tion to daily compliance 

At this point Mr. Pratt has served his entire “life" sentence. 
His gradual transition to minimum security for the past two 
years and then the day trips during the last year have been 
successful. The hearing took the entire morning, and was 
brutally honest. I was not allowed to speak, and sat at the 
side of a small room with a person assigned to me. 

The decision to allow day parole was a 2-1 split decision. 
The proposed conditions for day parole (no nights) include 
the requirement to continue his daily medication faithfully, 
and to abstain from drugs and alcohol. Mr. Pratt plans to 
join the workforce as soon as possible, having learned and 
ustsi valuable construction skills throughout the last few 
years. There will be a structured environment at the halfway 
house which will monitor his medical and behaviouriial 
compliance, and will provide counselling and help with rein¬ 
tegration.

We are safely returned 
from Norway and we had a 
wonderful time but we are 
glad to be home. We did an 
awful lot of travelling 
within the country and 
used; trains, buses, taxis, 
small, medium and large 
planes, relatives’ cars, fer¬ 
ries and fishing boats. We 
began in Oslo, took a small 
bus to Honefoss, where we 
stayed in the Grand Hotel, 
and then took a large bus 
to Jevnaker and the 
Hadeland Glass Factory. 
Our day at Hadeland was 
marvelous. Per Ole 
Ronning is the 
Konservator (curator) of 
the museum there, the 
general manager of the 
Glass factory and the 
Mayor of Jevnaker. He 
gave us a tour of the 
Museum and then of the 
actual glass factory. 

In “The Glass Hut” glass 
is blown using the same 
methods that have been 
used for 240 years. We 
watched molten glass 
become beautiful wine 
goblets, and we looked 
over the shoulder of a mas¬ 


ter etcher while he cut 
designs into tiny, stemmed 
liqueur glasses. Then while 
Harry took Jonas and 
Anna to the playground, 
Per Ole took Ralph, 
Kirsten and I into the bow¬ 
els of the glass factory to 
see priceless samples of 
Hadeland’s work dating 
from 150 to 200 years ago. 
The Glassverks is 245 
years old but for the first 
few decades nobody 
thought to preserve sam¬ 
ples of the product. 

Per Ole is the only one 
with keys to this area and 
for me, a person who loves 
and collects old glass, it 
was overwhelming. Like 
stepping into Aladdin's 
cave. Shelves and shelves 
of priceless antiques, 
every one of which is easi¬ 
ly broken and irreplace¬ 
able. We left our purses 
outside the room and 
walked with our hands at 
our sides. No touching, no 
gestures, as little breathing 
as possible. We were espe¬ 
cially fascinated with the 
items made from 1855 to 
1890 which would be 
about the time that my 
grandfather, great-uncles, 
great-grandfather and 
great-great-uncles would 
have been among the 
craftsmen. It was in the 
1850s t hat Hadeland began 
importing skilled artisans 
and producing fine glass¬ 


ware. Prior to that they 
mostly made bottles, 
flasks, apothecary glass, 
floats for fishing nets and 
even window glass. 

In my great-grandfa¬ 
thers time the employees 
of the Glassverks lived on 
the grounds in company 
housing. We visited one of 
the houses, a smallish 
building that would have 
been divided into four 
rooms and a communal 
kitchen. One family per 
room and everybody 
shared the kitchen. In the 
1875 census there were 
eight people in Grandpa's 
family. Where did they all 
sleep? Can you imagine 
preparing food for that 
many people, washing 
their clothes, storing the 
food and clothing, even 
finding a spot to sit down 
without squashing a child? 
And if you read my last 
column you know that 
they also had a cat! 

A school was founded at 
the Glassverks in 1778, “to 
teach children religion, 
moral, ethics, reading, 
writing and arithmetic." 
Workers who wished to 
marry had to obtain 
Director’s permission in 
order not to lose rights to 
free housing and fuel. 
Children from the age of 
five or six had jobs, the 
main one being that in the 
early morning they were 


expected to run from 
house to house and wake 
the workers. Of course 
first the mothers would 
have had to wake the chil¬ 
dren. 

In the 1994 Olympics, 
Hadeland had the exclu¬ 
sive right to produce the 
official licensed products 
with the “Lillehammer ’94” 
emblem. In 2004 Hadeland 
was the third most visited 
attraction in Norway. 

I gave Per Ole photos of 
my grandfather and Gr. 
Grandfather, John and 
Herman Mattern and I 
showed him the family 
treasures that I own but 
while I considered it, I did 
not give them to him. He 
said that the museum does 
not own anything like 
Grandpa's glass stamp for 
embossing his initials in 
wax, so I suppose I should 
have donated it but I 
couldn't. Maybe in another 
generation or two. Per Ole 
found archival photos with 
some of my relatives listed 
and he promises to send 
me copies and to look for 
further mention of the 
Mattems. He is a terribly 
busy man and I will appre¬ 
ciate whatever he has time 
to do. 

We bought several things 
at Hadeland and they all 
arrived home in perfect 
condition. The crowning 
touch to a wonderful expe-

High Hope Heather, an eleven year-old Percheron man* 
owned by Brian and Colleen Coleman of Didsbury, has ca}>- 
tured the coveted Best of Show title for the third time in her 
career at the Calgary Stampede Stock Show. 

“I had no expectations,” says Colleen Coleman of the 
ntan* she has been enamored with since the foal was at her 
mother’s side. 

No expectations for a horse whose won it before , twice? 

“It didn’t seem possible to do it three times.” Says 
Coleman. Perhaps that is because the mare has been busy 
producing foals and helping start new horses. “She has a 
great mind. She’s exactly what you look for in personality.” 

The horse who is gentle around the bam is, as Coleman 
says, ‘All business’ when it comes to showing. 

Coleman was putting together a hitch of horses for the six- 
horse hitch class and they needed another, that’s when High 
Hope 

Heather stepped into the harness. So, while you’re at the 
show, why not put her in the other classes also? 

High Hope Heather won the Best of Show title for the first 
time as a three year-old. Coleman had already sold her. But 
when her new owner was fighting cancer in 20011, Coleman, 
based on an earlier agreement, was offered the opportunity 
to buy her back. 

In 2004, the Coleman’s showed her to another Stampede 
Best of Show title, along with the same title at a show in 
Minnesota and the World Percheron Congress in Brandon. 

“In some ways, she looks better than she did than in 04.
